In the last fiv e articles we hav e been 
discussing drug s and ho w they affect 
peo ple. In this, the last article, I want 
to talk abo ut the mo st impo rtant effect 
o f all — ho w peo ple affect drug s. 
Depending o n what co untry y o u 
happen to be in and when y o u happen 
to be there, y o u wo uld find different 
beliefs, po sitiv e and neg ativ e, abo ut 
different drug s. These are called so cial 
o r cultural attitudes, and they hav e a 
v ery stro ng effect o n ho w drug s are 
used and mis-used inside that so ciety . 
As an ex ample, if y o u were in 
Germany in the 1600s y o u wo uld find 
that smo king to bacco was a capital 
o ffense. It was co nsidered ex tremely 
addicting and was believ ed to be the 
cause o f v ario us crimes, amo ng them, 
theft, pro stitutio n, and murder. There 
was a hug e illeg al market fo r to bacco , 
and even tho se who used it co nsidered 
it to be a dang ero usly addicting drug 
fro m which there was little ho pe fo r 
escape. 
In American so ciety in 1977 the at­ 
titude to wards to bacco is no t quite the 
same. While mo st o f us realize that 
to bacco can do phy sical health 
damag e we are no t, by and larg e, 
afraid o f it. We do no t co nsider it a 
my sterio us and unco ntro llable drug 
and therefo re do no t hav e the kinds o f 
tro uble with it that Germany had in the 
1600s, 


There are ho wev er, drug s that we 
Americans fear, and it is o ur fear o f 
these drug s that no t o nly stands in the 
way o f o ur understanding them, but 
also creates an atmo sphere o f my stery 
and intrig ue that many a curio us mind 
finds it impo ssible to resist. This is an 
ex ample o f ho w cultural attitudes help 
determine ho w a drug is used o r 
misused. 
Two o f the questio ns mo st o ften 
asked o f me abo ut the illeg al drug s 
are, “Why do kids try these drug s in 
the first place?” and “What do the kids 
g et o ut o f them ?” 
The reaso n the seco nd questio n was 


asked happens to be the answer to the 
first — curio sity . 
Peo ple try drug s because they are 
curio us o f what they are like. So me 
peo ple mig ht claim that they tried 
them because o f pressure fro m 
friends, but this is o ften used as an 
ex cuse to satisfy o ne’s curio sity . 
I happen to believ e that curio sity is a 
v ery healthy human trait. It is perhaps 
what makes us peo ple instead o f 
chairs. It is no t the curio sity abo ut 
drug s that is dang ero us, it is o ur 
almo st relig io us belief in drug s that is 
dang ero us. The belief that drug s are 
mo re po werful than we are. That a 
drug can better deal with a pro blem o r 
pain than we can. Indeed, the fact that 
we are so afraid o f certain drug s is a 
testimo nial to o ur belief in them. 
This is perhaps the my th underly ing 
all o ther my ths abo ut drug s. That is, 
the my th that drug s hav e my stical 
po wers o v er us. That is the reaso n we 
take Valium fo r anx iety , Aspirin fo r 
headaches, 
Amphetamines to lo se 
weig ht, Caffeine to wake up, Alco ho l to 
relax . Barbiturates to g o to sleep, and 
Marijuana to enjo y o urselv es. It is also 
the basis o f o ur irratio nal fear o f such 
drug s as L.S.D. and Hero in. 
The truth is that drug s do no t hav e 
po wers o v er us. Drug s hav e effects. 
Ho w we interpret tho se effect deter­ 
mines ho w we will use o r mis-use that 
drug . 
In almo st ev ery article it has been 
said that different drug s affect dif­ 
ferent peo ple in different way s, and 
that ev en a particular drug may affect 
the same perso n differently o n dif­ 
ferent o ccasio ns. The reaso ns this is so 
is because there are six different 
facto rs that deternune ho w we in­ 
terpret the effects o f a g iv en drug . 
They are: 
1. Tlie chemical actio n o f the drug 
itself. Is it a stimulant, depressant, 
antibio tic, etc? What was the drug 
desig ned to do in o ur bo dies? 
2. The do se. Ho w much o f the drug 
did we put into o ur bo dies? Since 
ev ery o ne’s bio -chemistry is different, 
small do se, larg e do se, and o ver-do se 
is different fo r ev ery o ne. 
3. Set. The set is what y o u ex pect the 
drug to do . Ho w y o u ex pect it to make 
y o u feel. This is v ery impo rtant in 
understanding ho w peo ple beco me 
dependent o n drug s. 
4. 
Setting . 
The

Puffy -ey ed and unshav en, Beaudo in, 
29, dabbed the tears fro m his ey es as 
he sat with his parents Friday nig ht, 
try ing to co mprehend the day ’s ev ents. 
He wasn't at his charred ho use when 
his family ’s bo dies were carried o ut in 
plastic bag s. 
A state tro o per had taken him fro m 
his jo b back to his parents’ ho use in 
Pro spect, where he talked with a 
repo rter. He said he wasn't to ld im­ 
mediately that his wife and children 
were murdered. 
Beaudo in said at o ne po int he had 
no thuig to live fo r. Then he added, 
“There’s o nly o ne thing — to see the 
bastard pay .” 
“ He’s in a state o f sho ck,” said his 
mo ther, Mario n Beaudo in. She said the 
po lice to ld the family little abo ut the 
inv estig atio n. 
We are suspecting arso n,” said 
state po lice spo kesman Harry Bo ard- 
sen. “So me firemen fo und so me o f the 


children bo und, so we’re co nsidering it 
a m urder,” Bo ardsen said. 
Dr. Ellio t Gro ss, chief state medical 
ex aminer, said ev idence sho wed that 
so me o f the children had head injuries. 
He said the o fficial cause o f death 
wo uld no t be anno unced until auto psies 
were perfo rmed to day . 
Po lice said there were no indicatio ns 
Mrs. Beaudo in had been sho t, as was 
repo rted earlier. 
“What co uld they po ssibly have do ne 
to deserv e this?” asked neig hbo r 
Jo seph Pao lino as he g azed at the 
blackened ruins o f the mo dest, six - 
ro o m, o ne-sto ry ho use, where the 
Beaudo ins had liv ed fo r nine y ears. 
Pao lino disco v ered the fire abo ut 4 
a.m.

acro ss the street to the Beaudo in 
ho me. 


“ I o pened the back do o r and g o t 
driv en back by a blast o f heat,” 
Pao lino said. “Then the picture win­ 
do w bl<*v o ut.” 
Firemen fro m this rural central 
Co nnecticut to wn fo ug ht the fire fo r 
abo ut 10 minutes befo re they co uld g et 
inside. 
The bo dies were carried fro m the 
ho me Friday afterno o n, 10 ho urs after 
the blaze. Autho rities delay ed remo v al 
o f the v ictims because o f their in­ 


v estig atio n inside the ho use Carto ns o f 
rubble taken fro m the ho me were 
taken to three mo bile labo rato ries 
used at the scene o f majo r crimes. 
The v ictims were identified 
as 
Chery l Beaudo in, abo ut 29, Fred Jr., 
12, Sharo n, 10, Debbie, 9, Paul, 8 , Ro d, 
6, Hilly , 5, Mary I/>u, 4, and their 
co usin, Jennifer Santo ro ,

Waterbury , who was stay ing fo r the 
nig ht. 
“They were po lite, they weren't 
destructiv e,” Mrs. Pao lino said o f the 
Beaudo in children. They wo uld co me 
to her ho use and ask, “ Mrs. Pao lino , is 
it all rig ht if we take so me hicko ry nuts 
fro m the y ard'” ’ 
Beaudo in o ften wo rked aro und the 
ho use and repaired cars in the y ard. 
The ho use, in a quiet, middle-class 
neig hbo rho o d, is surro unded by shrub­ 
like fir trees nex t to the sidewalk. 
“Yo u’d hav e to g o a lo ng way to find 
a neig hbo rho o d better than this,” said 
Wilfred Po ulio t, ano ther neig hbo r. 
“They were v ery nice, quiet peo ple. 
The children all were in o ur relig io us 
pro g ram. The kids were nev er in 
tro uble,” said the Rev. Jo seph Do n­ 
nelly , curate o f St. Antho ny ’s Ro man 
Catho lic Church abo ut a mile fro m the 
Beaudo in ho me. 
He said the family members nearly 
filled a church pew each Sunday when 
they went to Mass. 


Accuse Carter Of Slipping Promise 


U.S. 6th Circuit Co urt o f Appeals in 
Cincinnati wo uld hav e no effect o n the 
first phase o f deseg reg atio n, already 
in pro g ress under U.S. District Co urt 
Judg e Frank J.Battisti’s o rders. 
The initial 
phase inv o lv es o nly 
faculty and administrativ e staff o f 
mo re than 100 city scho o ls. Pinkney 
said reassig nments under the phase 
will be carried o ut in time fo r the 
o pening o f scho o ls in September. 
But Pinkney said the appeals co urt 
pro bably will mean mo dificatio n o f the 
judg e’s o rder fo r classro o m in­ 
teg ratio n, which is scheduled to start 
in 1978 . He did no t elabo rate o n the 
predictio n.. 
The 
bo ard’s 
law y er, 
Charles 
F.Clarke, called the appeals co urt 
ruling “ a sig nificant v icto ry ” fo r the 
scho o ls and said it suppo rted his 
co ntentio n that ev idence in last y ear’s 
trial failed to sho w seg reg ativ e intent 
o n the part o f the bo ard. 
Ho wev er, NAACP lawy er Jam es 
L.Hardiman said he thinks the ruling 
will 
hav e 
no 
effect 
o n 
the 
deseg reg atio n 
plan 
no w 
being 
finalized. 
Hardiman said the case was being 
remanded to the trial co urt “so lely fo r 
the purpo se o f affo rding the co urt the 
o ppo rtunity o f sho wing sy stem-wide 
impact” in the deseg reg atio n case. 
He no ted that the appeals co urt said 
it was sending the case back to Battisti 
in lig ht o f a recent U.S. Supreme Co urt 
ruling in the Day to n scho o l case. The 
Day to n case was sent back to the trial 
judg e, he said, o n g ro unds that “the 
reco rd...did no t justify the o rder the 
judg es wro te....If there is to be a 
sy stem-wide remedy , the co urt must 
sho w sy stemwide impact.” 
In the Clev eland case, he said, 
Battisti will hav e no tro uble sho wing 
sy stem-wide impact. 
Ano ther NAACP lawy er, Tho mas 
I. Atkins, said there was no co mpariso n 
between the Clev eland and Day to n 
cases. “ Ho ld the two up side-by -side,” 
he said, “and it lo o ks like a v o lume o f 
Shakespeare nex t to a co mic bo o k.” 
Clarke said, ho wev er, the appeals 
co urt “ held that the finding s o f fact 
and co nclusio ns o f law o f Judg e Bat­ 
tisti were no t sufficient to suppo rt his 
ruling .” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Jim m y 
Carter isn’t fulfilling his pro mises o f 
full emplo y ment, equitable welfare 
refo rm, natio nal health insurance and 
presidential appo intment fo r blacks in 
sig nificant numbers, the ex ecutiv e 
directo r o f the Natio nal Urban leag ue 
say s. 
Verno n Jo rdan said Friday that the 
o rg anizatio n’s natio nal co nv entio n 
here this weekend is being held to 
“ reg ister o ur co mplaints, reg ister o ur 
ang er, reg ister o ur rag e” at the 
treatm ent g iv en blacks despite their 
heav y suppo rt o f Carter in last y ear's 
presidential campaig n. 
Jo rdan 
said 
the 
C arter 
ad­ 
ministratio n “has ig no red the basic 
rule o f American po litics and that is 
that po liticans in America help tho se 
who help them .” 
So me 94 per cent o f the black peo ple 
who went to the po lls v o ted fo r Carter, 
a study by the Jo int Center fo r 
Po litical Studies said. This suppo rt 
was crucial to Carter’s v icto ries in 
sev eral states. 
Jo rdan, 
who 
said 
he co nsiders 
Carter a perso nal friend, criticized the 
President with so me o f the mo st 
neg ativ e statem ents y et made by a 
black leader. 
He 
said 
black 
peo ple 
feel 
“ disillusio nm ent and resentm ent 
based primarily o n the fact that we 
made the difference in this electio n.” 
He addressed the Washing to n Press 
Club o n the ev e o f the Urban Leag ue 
co nv entio n. The o rg anizatio n is 
co mpo sed primarily o f mino rities and 
the po o r. 
“ I do believ e that the President 
cares and is sensitiv e," Jo rdan said. 
But he said he co uld no t say why 
Carter has no t do ne mo re during the 
past six mo nths that wo uld appeal to 
blacks and o ther mino rities. 
Jo rdan m aintained that C arter 
sho uld no t take the black vo te fo r 
g ranted despite that blacks usually 
vo te Demo cratic. He said he can think 
o f no way Carter co uld ig no re blacks 
and still win if he runs fo r a seco nd 
term. 
“ I do n’t think the black vo te is 
wedded to any o ne party . It still vo tes 
its uiterests, its needs, its rag e," he 
said. 
Jo rdan criticized Carter’s co mments 


ag amst federal pay ments fo r abo rtio ns 
and the President’s assertio n that life 
is so metimes unfair and the g o v ern­ 
ment canno t be ex pected to co rrect all 
the inequities. Jo rdan described that 
as 
“ pro bably 
the 
mo st 
upsetting 
statement the President has m ade." 
He also o bjected to Carter’s en­ 
do rsing the Supreme Co urt decisio n 
that states can refuse to spend federal 


aid o n abo rtio ns. 
“ Fo r the President to jo in in with the 
co urt in what I think was a callo us act 
is clearly disturbing ,” he said. 
The Urban leag ue has invited the 
administratio n to ex plain its attitude 
to ward mino rities and the po o r and its 
pro g rams in areas like ho using and 
urban pro blems, welfare refo rm and 
emplo y ment.

o nce.’ And then he g av e us hell fo r 
ev ery thing we’d ev er do ne wro ng .” 
Sam Felix is a pretty wo man, 
married to Terry Felix , 30, a wiry 
steelwo rker, and mo ther o f a v ery 
pretty 3-y ear-o ld g irl named Heather 
Dawn. 
Sam spent a g o o d bit o f Friday 
try ing to put her life back to g ether. 
“ I came do wn here last nig ht and I 


was manic. I was suicidal,” she said, 
standing o n a ledg e o verlo o king a 
chasm o f dirty bro wn water that still 
swirled do wn Disho nj Mo untain. 
“ I almo st jumped in. I was ready to 
end it all. We’re ruined, wiped o ut. The 
ho use, the car, they ’re g o ne. 
“ Heather can’t 
understand. 
She 
wants to kno w where the y ard went. 
She can’t understand what happened 
to Churchill, that’s her do g . 
“ Ev ery thing is g o ne. My husband’s 
co in co llectio n was washed away . We 
were sav ing it to send Heather to 
co lleg e.” 
In the wee ho urs Wednesday , a mid­ 
summer tempest sat o v er Po le Ho llo w' 
and spit its fury . 
“The lig htning came do wn in balls 
and ran up and do wn the ridg e,” said 
Sam. “ It was no nsto p.” 
At the to p o f the mo untain, the 
Laurel Run Reserv o ir was filling 
rapidly 
with 
rain, 
ex erting 
a 
tremendo us fo rce ag ainst its breast. 
At 1 a.m. Mrs. Felix , alo ne with 
Heather — her husband was wo rking 
the o v ernig ht shift at a Bethlehem 
Steel Mill — picked up the pho ne. 


She dialed the man who had named 
her Sam, her father, Jo hn Liebeng uth, 
o f Sacramento , Calif. 
“I’ve alway s called Daddy when I’m 
scared. I to ld him abo ut the rain and 
the thunder. We kidded each o ther 
back and fo rth. 1 to ld him what with 
the dro ug ht he’d pro bably die o f thirst. 
A little o v er an ho ur later the dam 
ruptured, sending 100 millio n g allo ns 
o f water in a wave do wn the mo un­ 
tainside. 


Sam Felix spent a nig ht o f ho rro r in 
an upstairs bedro o m cling ing to 
Heather and screaming , “Go d, g et my 
daug hter o ut.” 
She co uld see peo ple o n the bluff with 
flashlig hts but they co uldn’t hear her 
because o f the ro ar o f water that 
fro thed at seco nd-flo o r windo ws in the 
g ulch to wn. 
“ I watched that wall o f water g o by 
and I tho ug ht, ‘Mo ther o f Go d, We’re 
g o ing to die’,” she said. 
The Felix es made it. But sco res o f 
o thers at Po le Ho llo w are missing and 
feared dead. At least 10 ho mes were 
washed away .

In the last five articles we have been 
discussing drugs and how they affect 
people. In this, the last article, I want 
to talk about the most important effect 
of all — how people affect drugs. 
Depending on what country you 
happen to be in and when you happen 
to be there, you would find different 
beliefs, positive and negative, about 
different drugs. These are called social 
or cultural attitudes, and they have a 
very strong effect on how drugs are 
used and mis-used inside that society. 
As an example, if you were in 
Germany in the 1600s you would find 
that smoking tobacco was a capital 
offense. It was considered extremely 
addicting and was believed to be the 
cause of various crimes, among them, 
theft, prostitution, and murder. There 
was a huge illegal market for tobacco, 
and even those who used it considered 
it to be a dangerously addicting drug 
from which there was little hope for 
escape. 
In American society in 1977 the at­ 
titude towards tobacco is not quite the 
same. While most of us realize that 
tobacco can do physical health 
damage we are not, by and large, 
afraid of it. We do not consider it a 
mysterious and uncontrollable drug 
and therefore do not have the kinds of 
trouble with it that Germany had in the 
1600s. 
There are however, drugs that we 
Americans fear, and it is our fear of 
these drugs that not only stands in the 
way of our understanding them, but 
also creates an atmosphere of mystery 
and intrigue that many a curious mind 
finds it impossible to resist. This is an 
example of how cultural attitudes help 
determine how a drug is used or 
misused. 
Two of the questions most often 
asked of me about the illegal drugs 
are, “Why do kids try these drugs in 
the first place?” and “What do the kids 
get out of them?” 
The reason the second question was 


asked happens to be the answer to the 
first — curiosity. 
People try drugs because they are 
curious of what they are like. Some 
people might claim that they tried 
them because of pressure from 
friends, but this is often used as an 
excuse to satisfy one’s curiosity. 
I happen to believe that curiosity is a 
very healthy human trait. It is perhaps 
what makes us people instead of 
chairs. It is not the curiosity about 
drugs that is dangerous, it is our 
almost religious belief in drugs that is 
dangerous. The belief that drugs are 
more powerful than we are. That a 
drug can better deal with a problem or 
pain than we can. Indeed, the fact that 
we are so afraid of certain drugs is a 
testimonial to our belief in them. 
This is perhaps the myth underlying 
all other myths about drugs. That is, 
the myth that drugs have mystical 
powers over us. That is the reason we 
take Valium for anxiety, Aspirin for 
headaches, Amphetamines to lose 
weight, Caffeine to wake up, Alcohol to 
relax, Barbiturates to go to sleep, and 
Marijuana to enjoy ourselves. It is also 
the basis of our irrational fear of such 
drugs as L.S.D. and Heroin. 
The truth is that drugs do not have 
powers over us. Drugs have effects. 
How we interpret those effect deter­ 
mines how we will use or mis-use that 
drug. 
In almost every article it has been 
said that different drugs affect dif­ 
ferent people in different ways, and 
that even a particular drug may affect 
the same person differently on dif­ 
ferent occasions. The reasons this is so 
is because there are six different 
factors that determine how we in­ 
terpret the effects of a given drug. 
They are: 
1. ITie chemical action of the drug 
itself. Is it a stimulant, depressant, 
antibiotic, etc? What was the drug 
designed to do in our bodies? 
2. The dose. How much of the drug 
did we put into our bodies? Since 
everyone’s bio-chemistry is different, 
small dose, large dose, and over-dose 
is different for everyone. 
3. Set. The set is what you expect the 
drug to do. How you expect it to make 
you feel. This is very important in 
understanding how people become 
dependent on drugs. 
4. 
Setting. 
The 
setting 
is the 
environment around you. A good 
example of how the setting affects the 
effects of a drug is the difference 
between how a person might behave

today with killing his foster brother’s 
wife, seven children and a cousin 
whose bodies were found in their 
burned home in this central Con­ 
necticut community. 
Lome J. Acquin was held on $250,000 
bond at the state jail in New Haven 
pending arraignment on nine counts of 
murder, authorities said. 
Acquin was charged with the death 
of Cheryl Beaudoin, her seven 
children, who ranged in age from 4 to 
12, and a 6-year-old cousin, who was 
staying overnight at their home. 
Acquin had lived with the Frederick 
Beaudoin family off and on for several 
years in the basement of their home 
and was a childhood companion of 
Beaudoin, having been raised by his 
father. 
Resident State Trooper William 
McCasland said that Acquin had a 
record of robbery and burglary 
arrests. 
The bodies were found inside the 
house following the early Friday 
morning blaze. 
Authorities said the fire apparently 
had been set and some of the children 
had been bound, gagged and beaten. 
Officials called it the “worst mass

homicide” in Connecticut’s history. 
“We have nine people here who were 
murdered and burned,” said State 
Police Commissioner Edward P. 
Leonard. 
Beaudoin, who told police he had 
been at work about IO miles away in a 
North Haven factory on the midnight- 
to-7 a.m. shift who had one thing to live 
for — “to see the bastard pay.” 
Puffy-eyed and unshaven, Beaudoin, 
29, dabbed the tears from his eyes as 
he sat with his parents Friday night, 
trying to comprehend the day’s events. 
He wasn’t at his charred house when 
his family’s bodies were carried out in 
plastic bags. 
A state trooper had taken him from 
his job back to his parents’ house in 
Prospect, where he talked with a 
reporter. He said he wasn’t told im­ 
mediately that his wife and children 
were murdered. 
Beaudom said at one point he had 
nothing to live for. Then he added, 
“There’s only one thing — to see the 
bastard pay.” 
“He’s in a state of shock,” said his 
mother, Marion Beaudoin. She said the 
police told the family little about the 
investigation. 
We are suspecting arson,” said 
state police spokesman Harry Board- 
sen. “Some firemen found some of the 


children bound, so we’re considering it 
a murder,” Boardsen said. 
Dr. Elliot Gross, chief state medical 
examiner, said evidence showed that 
some of the children had head injuries. 
He said the official cause of death 
would not be announced until autopsies 
were performed today. 
Police said there were no indications 
Mrs. Beaudoin had been shot, as was 
reported earlier. 
“What could they possibly have done 
to deserve this?” asked neighbor 
Joseph Paolino as he gazed at the 
blackened ruins of the modest, six- 
room, one-story house, where the 
Beaudoins had lived for nine years. 
Paolino discovered the fire about 4 
a.m. Friday after his wife was 
awakened by smoke and he went 
across the street to the Beaudoin 
home. 
“I opened the back door and got 
driven back by a blast of heat,” 
Paolino said. “Then the picture win­ 
dow bl^v out.” 
Firemen from this rural central 
Connecticut town fought the fire for 
about IO minutes before they could get 
inside. 
The bodies were carried from the 
home Friday afternoon, IO hours after 
the blaze. Authorities delayed removal 
of the victims because of their in­ 


vestigation inside the house. Cartons of 
rubble taken from the home were 
taken to three mobile laboratories 
used at the scene of major crimes. 
The victims were identified as 
Cheryl Beaudoin, about 29, Fred Jr., 
12, Sharon, IO, Debbie, 9, Paul, 8, Rod, 
6, Hilly, 5, Mary Lou, 4, and their 
cousin, Jennifer Santoro, 6, of 
Waterbury, who was staying for the 
night. 
“They were polite, they weren’t 
destructive,” Mrs. Paolino said of the 
Beaudoin children. They would come 
to her house and ask, “Mrs. Paolino, is 
it all right if we take some hickory nuts 
from the yard?” 
Beaudoin often worked around the 
house and repaired cars in the yard. 
The house, in a quiet, middle-class 
neighborhood, is surrounded by shrub- 
like fir trees next to the sidewalk. 
“You’d have to go a long way to find 
a neighborhood better than this,” said 
Wilfred Pouliot, another neighbor. 
“They were very nice, quiet people. 
The children all were in our religious 
program. The kids were never in 
trouble,” said the Rev. Joseph Don­ 
nelly, curate of St. Anthony’s Roman 
Catholic Church about a mile from the 
Beaudoin home. 
He said the family members nearly 
filled a church pew each Sunday when 
they went to Mass. 


Accuse Carter Of Slipping Promise 


U.S. 6th Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati would have no effect on the 
first phase of desegregation, already 
in progress under U.S. District Court 
Judge Frank J.Battisti’s orders. 
The initial phase involves only 
faculty and administrative staff of 
more than IOO city schools. Pinkney 
said reassignments under the phase 
will be carried out in time for the 
opening of schools in September. 
But Pinkney said the appeals court 
probably will mean modification of the 
judge’s order for classroom in­ 
tegration, which is scheduled to start 
in 1978. He did not elaborate on the 
prediction.. 
The 
board’s 
lawyer, 
Charles 
F.Clarke, called the appeals court 
ruling “a significant victory” for the 
schools and said it supported his 
contention that evidence in last year’s 
trial failed to show segregative intent 
on the part of the board. 
However, NAACP lawyer James 
L.Hardiman said he thinks the ruling 
will 
have 
no 
effect 
on 
the 
desegregation 
plan 
now 
being 
finalized. 
Hardiman said the case was being 
remanded to the trial court “solely for 
the purpose of affording the court the 
opportunity of showing system-wide 
impact” in the desegregation case. 
He noted that the appeals court said 
it was sending the case back to Battisti 
in light of a recent U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling in the Dayton school case. The 
Dayton case was sent back to the trial 
judge, he said, on grounds that “the 
record...did not justify the order the 
judges wrote....If there is to be a 
system-wide remedy, the court must 
show systemwide impact.” 
In the Cleveland case, he said, 
Battisti will have no trouble showing 
system-wide impact. 
Another NAACP lawyer, Thomas 
I. Atkins, said there was no comparison 
between the Cleveland and Dayton 
cases. “Hold the two up side-by-side,” 
he said, “and it looks like a volume of 
Shakespeare next to a comic book.” 
Clarke said, however, the appeals 
court “held that the findings of fact 
and conclusions of law of Judge Bat­ 
tisti were not sufficient to support his 
ruling.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Jimmy 
Carter isn’t fulfilling his promises of 
full employment, equitable welfare 
reform, national health insurance and 
presidential appointment for blacks in 
significant numbers, the executive 
director of the National Urban League 
says. 
Vernon Jordan said Friday that the 
organization’s national convention 
here this weekend is being held to 
“register our complaints, register our 
anger, register our rage” at the 
treatment given blacks despite their 
heavy support of Carter in last year's 
presidential campaign. 
Jordan 
said 
the 
Carter 
ad­ 
ministration “has ignored the basic 
rule of American politics and that is 
that politicans in America help those 
who help them.” 
Some 94 per cent of the black people 
who went to the polls voted for Carter, 
a study by the Joint Center for 
Political Studies said. This support 
was crucial to Carter’s victories in 
several states. 
Jordan, who said he considers 
Carter a personal friend, criticized the 
President with some of the most 
negative statements yet made by a 
black leader. 
He 
said 
black 
people 
feel 
“ disillusionment and resentm ent 
based primarily on the fact that we 
made the difference in this election.” 
He addressed the Washington Press 
Club on the eve of the Urban League 
convention. The organization is 
composed primarily of minorities and 
the poor. 
“I do believe that the President 
cares and is sensitive,” Jordan said. 
But he said he could not say why 
Carter has not done more during the 
past six months that would appeal to 
blacks and other minorities. 
Jordan m aintained that Carter 
should not take the black vote for 
granted despite that blacks usually 
vote Democratic. He said he can think 
of no way Carter could ignore blacks 
and still win if he runs for a second 
term. 
“I don’t think the black vote is 
wedded to any one party. It still votes 
its interests, its needs, its rage,” he 
said. 
Jordan criticized Carter’s comments 


against federal payments for abortions 
and the President’s assertion that life 
is sometunes unfair and the govern­ 
ment cannot be expected to correct all 
the inequities. Jordan described that 
as “probably the most upsetting 
statement the President has made.” 
He also objected to Carter’s en­ 
dorsing the Supreme Court decision 
that states can refuse to spend federal 


aid on abortions. 
“For the President to join in with the 
court in what I think was a callous act 
is clearly disturbing,” he said. 
The Urban League has invited the 
administration to explain its attitude 
toward minorities and the poor and its 
programs in areas like housing and 
urban problems, welfare reform and 
employment. 


Carter and cabinet secretaries 
Patricia Roberts Harris of Housing 
and Urban Development; Ray Mar­ 
shall of Labor; Joseph A. Califano Jr. 
of Health, Education and Welfare, and 
Griffin Bell of Justice are all scheduled 
to address the conference next week. 
United Nations Ambassador Andrew 
Young will also speak to the expected 
8,000 to 10,000 delegates.

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WEST TAYLOR, Pa. (AP) - When 
they found newlywed Sharon Stoner’s 
body in the flood’s mud in nearby Pole 
Hollow, she had her prayer book in one 
hand and her wedding picture in the 
other. 
“I watched their car come tumbling 
end over end down the mountain,” 
Sam Felix, 33, recalled Friday. 
“Tile lights were on and the engine 
was still running. I was screaming at 
the people on the bluff to help. But they 
couldn’t hear me because of the 
thunder.” 
“They found another body down 
here, a woman. Her dead child was in 
one arm and her Bible ui the other.” 
“It’s as if God said, ‘Okay you 
people, I’m going to punish you all at 
once.’ And then he gave us hell for 
everything we’d ever done wrong." 
Sam Felix is a pretty woman, 
married to Terry Felix, 30, a wiry 
steelworker, and mother of a very 
pretty 3-year-old girl named Heather 
Dawn. 
Sam spent a good bit of Friday 
trying to put her life back together. 
“I came down here last night and I 


was manic. I was suicidal,” she said, 
.standing on a ledge overlooking a 
chasm of dirty brown water that still 
swirled down Dishonj Mountam. 
“I almost jumped in. I was ready to 
end it all. We’re ruined, wiped out. The 
house, the car, they’re gone. 
“Heather can’t understand. She 
wants to know where the yard went. 
She can’t understand what happened 
to Churchill, that’s her dog. 
“Everything is gone. My husband’s 
coin collection was washed away. We 
were saving it to send Heather to 
college.” 
In the wee hours Wednesday, a mid­ 
summer tempest sat over Pole Hollow 
and spit its fury. 
“The lightning came down in balls 
and ran up and down the ridge,” said 
Sam. “It was nonstop.” 
At the top of the mountain, the 
laurel Run Reservoir was filling 
rapidly 
with 
rain, 
exerting 
a 
tremendous force against its breast. 
At I a.m. Mrs. Felix, alone with 
Heather — her husband was working 
the overnight shift at a Bethlehem 
Steel Mill — picked up the phone. 


She dialed the man who had named 
her Sam, her father, John Liebenguth, 
of Sacramento, Calif. 
“I’ve always called Daddy when I’m 
scared. I told him about the rain and 
the thunder. We kidded each other 
back and forth. I told him what with 
the drought he’d probably die of thirst. 
A little over an hour later the dam 
ruptured, sending IOO million gallons 
of water in a wave down the moun­ 
tainside. 
Sam Felix spent a night of horror in 
an upstairs bedroom clinging to 
Heather and screaming, “God, get my 
daughter out.” 
She could see people on the bluff with 
flashlights but they couldn’t hear her 
because of the roar of water that 
frothed at second-floor windows in the 
gulch town. 
“I watched that wall of water go by 
and I thought, Mother of God, We’re 
going to die’,” she said. 
The Felixes made it. But scores of 
others at Pole Hollow are missing and 
feared dead. At least IO homes were 
washed away.

If the corn was p lanted early the 
p ollination p rocess has p robably taken p lace and no real 
dam age will be noted, howev er, if corn was p lanted late, or if 
at p resent it is silking, dam age can be heav y from silk cu t­ 
ting The most likely fields of concern wou ld be fields in corn 
following corn. “ Insects of Field Crop s, No. 5 4 5 ' su ggests 
both m alathion and sev in as being effectiv e for control of silk 
beetle dam age.

Many areas of the cou nty are ex ­ 
p eriencing heav y ou tbreaks of a p est 
known as the v ariegated cu tworm. 


Sev eral calls in the last few day s hav e 
indicated these “ critters” are most ac­ 
tiv e in flower gardens. 


These cu tworms are caterp illars that 
u su ally sp end day light hou rs hiding at 
the base of a p lant or ju st beneath the 
soil. Feeding of leav es and flower of 
p lants is done in the ev ening or at night. 


This is confu sing to the gardener, 
becau se as she arriv es eating damage 
is p resent bu t no ev idence of any thing 
that might do it. 


Controlling cu tworms is not easy . Bu t 
homeowners can try 
u sing 
sev in, 
cov ering the p lant thorou ghly and the 
base of the p lant.

Farmers Should Check Corn 
Fields For Limiting Factors 


ROOTWORM — Corn rootworm adults are doing heavy 
damage in some Pickaway County corn fields. The Western, 
Northern and Southern rootworm adults feed on the silks of 
corn. The Southern variety is greenish yellow with twelve 
black dots. The Northern rootworm adults are pale yellow as 
they emerge from the ground but later turn a uniform 
green. The real damage from these critters is caused by 
cutting the silks off. If the corn was planted early the 
pollination process has probably taken place and no real 
damage will be noted; however, if corn was planted late, or if 
at present it is silking, damage can be heavy from silk cut­ 
ting. The most likely fields of concern would be fields in corn 
following corn. “Insects of Field Crops, No. 545” suggests 
both malathion and sevin as being effective for control of silk 
beetle damage.

Cutworm s 
Are Active

Many areas of the county are ex­ 
periencing heavy outbreaks of a pest 
known as the variegated cutworm. 
Several calls in the last few days have 
indicated these “critters” are most ac­ 
tive in flower gardens. 
These cutworms are caterpillars that 
usually spend daylight hours hiding at 
the base of a plant or just beneath the 
soil. Feeding of leaves and flower of 
plants is done in the evening or at night. 


This is confusing to the gardener, 
because as she arrives eating damage 
is present but no evidence of anything 
that might do it. 


Controlling cutworms is not easy. But 
homeowners can try using sevin, 
covering the plant thoroughly and the 
base of the plant. 


headings and pace counts and had to 
climb the hills and cliffs to find the 
points, stamp their sheets and return.

They showed members how fish are 
electrishocked to stun them. Then the 
fish rise to the surface. This is done for 
stocking purposes. They did a water 
study for displaced oxygen and im­ 
purities that prohibit fish life. 
In addition, those in the fishery 
workshop learned to identify over 20 
different fish varieties, and visited 
Kincade Spring, the state Fish Hat­ 
chery, where they saw the process of 
raising species of fish (tiger muskie, 
rainbow trout, channel catfish, blue 
cats, flatheads) that are used to stock 
Ohio streams. 
After workshops, members enjoyed 
night swimming at a new, lighted pool, 
volleyball, and a wildlife treasure hunt 
which saw members collecting a wide 
variety of specimens. 
This was the 5th successful year of 
Outdoor Wilderness Camp. It is open to 
any 4-H member in the state who is 
interested in attending.

Drivers To Get 
Back Licenses 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
motorists, who lost their licenses for 
more than six months prior to 
modification of the habitual offender 
point law, could get them back, under 
a bill advancing the legislature. 
Sen. William H. Mussey, R-14 
Batavia, the sponsor, won 29-1 ap­ 
proval for the measure in the Senate 
Thursday and forwarded it to the 
House. 
Before it was amended, the habitual 
offender law called for license 
suspensions ranging up to five years. 
The new minimum was set at six 
months and with Mussey’s bill that 
would become retroactive, so those 
who lose their licenses before June 
1976 would get them back if the 
suspension exceeded six months. 


Defense Of Dogs 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - With 
members feigning barks and yelps, the 
House added its approval 88-0 Thur­ 
sday to a Senate measure setting 
penalties and beefing 
up laws 
requiring humane treatment for puppy 
dogs. 
Sent to Gov. James A. Rhodes was 
the bill designating dog wardens as 
enforcers

prohibiting the shipment of pups less 
than eight weeks old, in the absence of 
a veterinarian’s certificate saying 
they can withstand the trip: 
Tile bill provides a penalty of a $100 
for a first offense, and $250 and 30 days 
for a subsequent offense.

NEW YORK - Mo re than two y ears 
prio r to last week ’s lo o tings du ring the 
New Yo rk City black o u t — incidents so 
au dacio u s that mo st Americans were 
sho ck ed, and ev en the mo st liberal 
think ers flo u ndered fo r ratio nales — 
fu tu re think ers were anticipating ju st 
su ch behav io r. 
“Ou r indu strialized so ciety ,” predic­ 
ted Dr William Harman, directo r o f the 
Stanfo rd Research Institu te, "faces a 
nu mber o f serio u s dilemmas — mo st 
trau m atic o f which may be a crisis in 
‘wo rk -ro les.* 
“In an indu strialized so ciety , so cial 
ro les inclu de ho lding a jo b, being 
married to so meo ne who has a jo b. and 
being a stu dent preparing fo r a jo b. 
Ho wev er, with new techno lo gies, there 
is no t mo re need fo r fu ll emplo y ment in 
pro du ctio n. 
“ If u memplo y ment were o nly an 
eco no mic pro blem, it co u ld be handled 
with so me so rt o f inco me maintenance 
pro gram ,” po inted o u t Dr. Harman. 
"Bu t u nemplo y ment is, mo re fu n­ 
damentally , a psy cho lo gical-cu ltu ral 
pro gram. And gro wing nu mbers o f 
peo ple are defined o u t o f the main­ 
stream and made to accept fo r them­ 
selv es the damning self-image o f being 
su perflu o u s. 
“ Under su ch circu mstances, peo ple 
beco me alienated fro m their co u ntry , 
and co me to v iew themselv es as being 
disadv antaged.” 
This is what happened. The lo o ters 
were no t starv ing Americans; they 
w ere 
the 
psy cho lo gically 
disad­ 
v antaged with chips o n their sho u lders. 
They were no t stealing milk fo r their 
children, bu t co lo r TV sets and three- 
piece bu siness su its and v elo u r so fas — 
sy mbo ls o f a pro spero u s so ciety which 
they resented, fo r no t cu tting them in o n 
the lo o t. They felt ju stified in what they 
did: “ Christmas in Ju ly ” is the way o ne 
lo o ter described the o u trageo u s o c­ 
casio n fo r ripping o ff his neighbo rho o d 
jewelry merchant. In a paternalistic 
so ciety , Santa Clau s o u ght to be equ ally 
genero u s to ev ery bo dy ! 
One o f the great tragedies o f this 
aweso me series o f ev ents is that 
telev ised pictu res o f mo bs o f inso lent 
lo o ters, seemingly to tally lack ing a sen­ 
se o f gu ilt o r sensitiv ity , wiped away 
the 
natu ral 
sy m pathies 
mo st 
Americans felt fo r the mino rities, the 
po o r and ghetto bo u nd 
The 
m ajo rity 
o f 
black s 
and 
Hispanics, liv ing in the lo o ted areas o f 
the Bro nx , Bro o k ly n, and Harlem, did 
no t participate in the actio n, bu t they 
will su ffer fro m its back lash. And 
iro nically , as mino rity rights leaders 
hav e lo ng no ted with despair, the rip- 
ped-o ff v ictims o f crime are the mo re 
su ccessfu l members o f the mino rity 
so ciety , rather than the tru ly wealthy 
against who m the v io lent few really 
rebel — bu t do no t dare to challenge. In 
my y o u th, there was an ex pressio n: 
"Them as has gets mo re; them as 
hasn't gets in tro u ble.” 
At a meeting o f the Wo rld Fu tu re 
A ssem bly 
which 
I 
attended 
in 
Washingto n, D.C., two y ears ago , many 


o f the w o rld’s intellectu als and 
"fu tu ro lo gists” met to discu ss the 
crises and challenges facing the wo rld 
in the nex t 25 y ears. At that meeting, 
Dr. Harman o bserv ed that “ At this 
po int in time in America, patrio tism is 
o nly a no stalgia k ick .” He said the chief 
danger to the co u ntry might be “a 
so cietal nerv o u s break do wn,” resu lting 
fro m the mu ltiple disillu sio ns o f swift- 
mo v ing indu strializatio n, which ap­ 
pears to the po pu latio n to "increase in 
po wer o f the rich and sto mp o n the 
aspiratio ns o f the rest.” 
Herman Kahn, fo u nding directo r o f 
the Hu dso n Institu te, a think tank , 
no ted that America’s eno rmo u s ad­ 
v ances in areas su ch as techno lo gy and 
material wealth certainly will no t mak e 
fo r Uto pia. Ou r riches will diminish o u r 
happiness, inev itably , Kahn predicted. 
“ I hav e lo ng felt that increased inco me 
which benefits theco u ntry as a who le 
leads to a real decrease in the standard 
o f life o f its peo ple." The prev ailing 
wealth disco u rages tho se who do no t 
share it, and no o ne wants to do menial 
wo rk : co mparing the eno rmo u s dif­ 


ference in per capita inco me between 
the U.S. and India, Kahn no ted that 
ev en the u pper-inco m e A m erican 
ho u sewife mu st do her o wn cho res, 
whereas mo st ho u seho lders in India 
hav e an abu ndance o f help. 


In addressing the pro blems o f the 
co u ntry , with its psy cho lo gical-cu ltu ral 
patterns, mo st fu tu rists felt there wo u ld 
be gro wing nu mbers o f peo ple feeling 
pinched o u t o f the pro sperity that 
o thers had. 
And Dr. Daniel Bell, 
so cio lo gy pro fesso r at Harv ard, su m­ 
med u p the prev ailing attitu de by 
telling the sto ry o f a rabbi, who hap­ 
pened to be standing beside a co u ple o f 
angels when earth was created. 


The angels ask ed, “ Well, ho w do y o u 
feel abo u t Go d’s planet: o ptimistic o r 
pessimistic?” 
The rabbi answered, “Oh. I’m o p­ 
tim istic." 
The angels said, “Then why are y o u 
sco wling?” In k in g do wn at the glo be, 
the rabbi said, "Well, to tell y o u the 
tru th, I do n’t think my o ptimism if 
ju stified. . . ”

The schools are not yet a 
federal responsibility, and the 
cost largely is borne by the 
people of the community. They 
are the ones, through their 
elected representatives, who 
should be making the basic 
operating decisions. 


Light On The Blackout 


By PHYLLIS BATTELLE 
NEW YORK — More than two years 
prior to last week’s lootings during the 
New York City blackout — incidents so 
audacious that most Americans were 
shocked, and even the most liberal 
thinkers floundered for rationales — 
future thinkers were anticipating just 
such behavior. 
“Our industrialized society,” predic­ 
ted Dr. William Harman, director of the 
Stanford Research Institute, ‘‘faces a 
number of serious dilemmas — most 
traumatic of which may be a crisis in 
‘work-roles.’ 
‘‘In an industrialized society, social 
roles include holding a job, being 
married to someone who has a job, and 
being a student preparing for a job. 
However, with new technologies, there 
is not more need for full employment in 
production. 
‘‘If umemployment were only an 
economic problem, it could be handled 
with some sort of income maintenance 
program,” pointed out Dr. Harman. 
‘‘But unemployment is, more fun­ 
damentally, a psychological-cultural 
program. And growing numbers of 
people are defined out of the main­ 
stream and made to accept for them­ 
selves the damning self-image of being 
superfluous. 
“Under such circumstances, people 
become alienated from their country, 
and come to view themselves as being 
disadvantaged.” 
This is what happened. The looters 
were not starving Americans; they 
were the psychologically 
disad­ 
vantaged with chips on their shoulders. 
They were not stealing milk for their 
children, but color TV sets and three- 
piece business suits and velour sofas — 
symbols of a prosperous society which 
they resented, for not cutting them in on 
the loot. They felt justified in what they 
did: “Christmas in July” is the way one 
looter described the outrageous oc­ 
casion for ripping off his neighborhood 
jewelry merchant. In a paternalistic 
society, Santa Claus ought to be equally 
generous to everybody! 
One of the great tragedies of this 
awesome series of events is that 
televised pictures of mobs of insolent 
looters, seemingly totally lacking a sen­ 
se of guilt or sensitivity, wiped away 
the 
natural 
sym pathies 
most 
Americans felt for the minorities, the 
poor and ghettobound. 
The 
m ajority 
of 
blacks 
and 
Hispanics, living in the looted areas of 
the Bronx, Brooklyn, and Harlem, did 
not participate in the action, but they 
will suffer from its backlash. And 
ironically, as minority rights leaders 
have long noted with despair, the rip- 
ped-off victims of crime are the more 
successful members of the minority 
society, rather than the truly wealthy 
against whom the violent few really 
rebel — but do not dare to challenge. In 
my youth, there was an expression: 
“Them as has gets more; them as 
hasn’t gets in trouble.” 
At a meeting of the World Future 
Assembly 
which 
I 
attended 
in 
Washington, D.C., two years ago, many 


of the world’s intellectuals and 
“futurologists” met to discuss the 
crises and challenges facing the world 
in the next 25 years. At that meeting, 
Dr. Harman observed that “At this 
point in time in America, patriotism is 
only a nostalgia kick.” He said the chief 
danger to the country might be “a 
societal nervous breakdown,” resulting 
from the multiple disillusions of swift- 
moving industrialization, which ap­ 
pears to the population to “increase in 
power of the rich and stomp on the 
aspirations of the rest.” 
Herman Kahn, founding director of 
the Hudson Institute, a think tank, 
noted that America’s enormous ad­ 
vances in areas such as technology and 
material wealth certainly will not make 
for Utopia. Our riches will diminish our 
happiness, inevitably, Kahn predicted. 
“I have long felt that increased income 
which benefits thecountry as a whole 
leads to a real decrease in the standard 
of life of its people.” The prevailing 
wealth discourages those who do not 
share it, and no one wants to do menial 
work: comparing the enormous dif­ 


ference in per capita income between 
the U.S. and India, Kahn noted that 
even the upper-income American 
housewife must do her own chores, 
whereas most householders in India 
have an abundance of help. 


In addressing the problems of the 
country, with its psychological-cultural 
patterns, most futurists felt there would 
be growing numbers of people feeling 
pinched out of the prosperity that 
others had. And Dr. Daniel Bell, 
sociology professor at Harvard, sum­ 
med up the prevailing attitude by 
telling the story of a rabbi, who hap­ 
pened to be standing beside a couple of 
angels when earth was created. 


The angels asked, “Well, how do you 
feel about God’s planet: optimistic or 
pessimistic?” 
The rabbi answered, “Oh, I’m op­ 
timistic.” 
The angels said, “Then why are you 
scowling?” Looking down at the globe, 
the rabbi said, “Well, to tell you the 
truth, I don’t think my optimism if 
justified. . . ” 
Phone Calls Stir 
Ethics Committee 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Stung by 
reports of questionable long distance 
telephone calls by fellow lawmakers, 
the chairman of the House Ethics 
Committee 
vowed 
Thursday 
to 
establish a “fair and reasonable” 
standard for charging calls to state 
lines. 
“I’ve been aware of these abuses,” 
said committee chairm an, Rep. 
Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo. “Hell, 
I’ve participated in them. I was in­ 
different.” 
The committee, which does not meet 
regularly, was convened following 
published reports over the past several 
months questioning telephone calls 
made by some state representatives. 
The Lucas County attorney ap­ 
pointed 
a 
three-m em ber 
sub­ 
committee to explore allegations of 
telephone abuse and attem pt to 
establish guidelines. He said the panel 
would continue to meet after the 
legislative session adjourns for the 
summer July 29. 
The current advisory opinion before 
the committee, written earlier this 
summer by Wilkowski and Rep. Alan 
E. Norris, R-27 Westerville, says 
House members may bill state lines 
for calls to their families or those in­ 
volving legislative business. 
Rep. Norman A. Murdock, R21 
Cincinnati, said lawmakers should 
also be permitted to call their business 
offices in their hometowns when they 
are in Columbus for legislative 
sessions. 
He warned the committee not to 
adopt a standard so strict as to have 
a“chilling effect on the activities of 
legitim ate, serious, contributing

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members of this House.” 
Wilkowski proposed that legislators 
who make “personal and private” 
calls on state lines should have 30 days 
to pay for them out of their own pocket. 
These calls could then be expunged 
from House telephone records and 
would not be available to the public, he 
said. 


Wilkowski opened the committee 
meeting with a statement in which he 
took blame for the panel’s “lackluster 
performance over the last three 
years,” but said he planned to reverse 
that. 
Its meetings have been rare and 
substantive action less frequent. 
“I’m going to have to confess as 
chairman of the Ethics Committee, I 
have not been aggressive. I have not 
provided the leadership,” Wilkowski 
said. 


Wilkowski said it would be in the 
“best interests of the people of Ohio” if 
the Democratic leadership removed 
him as chairman, but he added that he 
did not expect that to happen. 
Wilkowski named himself, Norris 
and Rep. William E. Hung, D-96 New 
Philadelphia to the subcommittee. 


In a letter to Rep. Robert McEwen, 
R-77 Hillsboro, Wilkowski noted that 
telephone calls made by the 26-year- 
old lawmaker had been cited in the 
published reports. 
Wilkowski said he had taken 
“custody” of all House telephone 
records from the executive secretary 
of the chamber to examine them. 


“ In the m eantim e,” he wrote 
McEwen, “I am requesting that you do 
not discuss any further with the press 
calls which you admit making to your 
family. As you know, I have taken the 
public position that in my judgment no 
impropriety was involved and on that 
point I say no more.”

Bee stings, especially to those who 
are highly sensitive to their venom, 
present a constant threat. At the Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, Minn., Dr. John

people injected with honey bee venom 
could build up enough antibodies to 
tolerate severe bee stings. 
The honey bee venom is injected 
slowly, with increasing amounts, 
during a two-day session. Two or three 
of such sessions may be needed to 
completely desensitize a person to his 
troublesome venom. 
It is hoped that enough can be 
learned so that the information can be 
translated to wasps, mosquitoes and 
hornets.

Wholesale prices dropped 0.6 per 
cent for June. But unemployment 
increased to 7.1 per cent of the labor 
force, up from 6.9 per cent in May. The 
drop in wholesale prices was the first 
decline in IO months and the steepest in 
45 months. It indicates some slow down 
in the inflation rate. A sharp decline in 
farm prices helped push down overall 
wholesale prices. The unemployment 
boast of 210,000 workers was due 
largely to new entrants to the labor 
force as college students entered the 
job market.

Company and the Merrill, Lynch, 
Pierce, Fenner and Smith brokerage 
firm. 


“ This propsal (Ag-Land Trust), is 
designed to attract money from 
pension funds and other tax exempt 
institutions for investment in corn, 
soybean, wheat and other grain 
farms” , Nash stated. If allowed to go 
unchecked, “ Ag-Land Trust” would 
create

generation 
of 
sharecroppers. 


The bill moves to the Ohio Senate 
where it will be acted upon, hopefully 
in the near future. Upon passage in the 
State Senate, this bill will outlaw in­ 
vestment trust firms from buying 
farmland in Ohio.

Bergland predicted another big com 
crop for 1977 and said the possibility of 
using wheat alcohol with gasoline, 
“ gasahol,” for fuel, is uncertain as 
suppliers are concerned about the 
dependability of wheat to run a 
processing plant which would be built 
to accommodate the operation. 
Some states are testing the use of 
corn alcohol with gasoline. Three 
gallons of alcohol can be obtained from 
a bushel of com or wheat. 
Bergland said, ‘‘We are asking for 
an increase” in money for basic re­ 
search as food demands in the world 
are projected to double in 35 years. 
Two areas of research needed, he said, 
are in water management of ground­ 
water reserves and brucellosis which 
is affecting dairy operations in Ohio, 
Michigan and New York. 
John C. White, deputy secretary of 
agriculture, said that 2,000 of the 3,000 
counties in the country are participat­ 
ing in a draught or flood disaster 
program. “ Something is wrong. 
Many of these counties are producing 
better than ever before.” White said 
the department hopes to replace the 
disaster program with the federal crop 
insurance program just introduced in 
Congress. 
In addition, he said, “ There will be a 
new and dedicated thrust for nutri­ 
tional information for humans in this 
administration. 
“ We know more about cows heavy 
with calves than we do about pregnant 
mothers. We know more about the 
nutritional requirements of our pet 
poodle than of our children. This will 
stop.” 
Assistant secretary Dale Hathaway 
said that one of every three harvested 
acres (almost 100 million acres) were 
exported in 1976. Over one-half of the 
wheat and soybean production went 
overseas. 
Hathaway said, “ We’re doing ex­ 
tremely well in world trade with one or 
two exceptions.” 
Exports reached $23 billion last 
year and are expected to reach $24 
billion this year. 


USDA is forecasting an abundant 
U.S. harvest, particularly in cotton, 
oil, oilseed, livestock, fruit, nuts and 
vegetables.

Union Lauds 
House Vote 


“Ohio family agriculture took a 
giant step forward toward receiving 
protection from encroachment by non 
farm tax free investment trust funds 
as the Ohio House of Representatives 
passed Substitute House Bill 633’*, 
stated Charlie Nash, Executive 
Director of the Ohio Farmers Union. 
This 
bill 
was 
introduced 
by 
Representative Harry Malott of the 
87th district. The urgency of this 
legislation was brought about by a 
recent proposal of the Continental 
Illinois National Bank and Trust 
Company and the Merrill, Lynch, 
Pierce, Fenner and Smith brokerage 
firm. 
“This propsal (Ag-Land Trust), is 
designed to attract money from 
pension funds and other tax exempt 
institutions for investment in corn, 
soybean, wheat and other grain 
farms” , Nash stated. If allowed to go 
unchecked, “Ag-Land Trust” would 
create 
a 
new 
generation 
of 
sharecroppers. 


The bill moves to the Ohio Senate 
where it will be acted upon, hopefully 
in the near future. Upon passage in the 
State Senate, this bill will outlaw in­ 
vestment trust firms from buying 
farmland in Ohio. 


The Ohio Farmers Union urges 
every farmer to write to his State 
Senator at once urging the adoption of 
this crucial bill. These efforts will help 
preserve family agriculture in Ohio. 


Federal Crop Insurance 
Would Aid Disaster Woes

A federal crop insurance program, a 
bill now before Congress, will be used 
to solve disaster problems according 
to Secretary of Agriculture Robert 
Ber gland. 
Bergland, 
speaking 
to 
ap­ 
proximately 150 members of the 
National 
Association 
of 
Farm 
Broadcasters, said, “I believe that the 
disaster programs of the United States 
Department of Agriculture are in and 
of themselves, a disaster.” 
In addition, Bergland said the ad­ 
ministration is planning an increase in 
the target price of wheat above the 
current $2.48. He said it has been in­ 
creased 17 cents in the House of 
Representatives and 25 cents in the 
Senate as members of Congress seek 
to iron out the bill. 
Bergland predicted another big corn 
crop for 1977 and said the possibility of 
using wheat alcohol with gasoline, 
“gasahol,” for fuel, is uncertain as 
suppliers are concerned about the 
dependability of wheat to run a 
processing plant which would be built 
to accommodate the operation. 
Some states are testing the use of 
corn alcohol with gasoline. Three 
gallons of alcohol can be obtained from 
a bushel of com or wheat. 
Bergland said, “We are asking for 
an increase” in money for basic re­ 
search as food demands in the world 
are projected to double in 35 years. 
Two areas of research needed, he said, 
are in water management of ground­ 
water reserves and brucellosis which 
is affecting dairy operations in Ohio, 
Michigan and New York. 
John C. White, deputy secretary of 
agriculture, said that 2,000 of the 3,000 
counties in the country are participat­ 
ing in a draught or flood disaster 
program . “ Something is wrong. 
Many of these counties are producing 
better than ever before.” White said 
the department hopes to replace the 
disaster program with the federal crop 
insurance program just introduced in 
Congress. 
In addition, he said, “There will be a 
new and dedicated thrust for nutri­ 
tional information for humans in this 
administration. 
“We know more about cows heavy 
with calves than we do about pregnant 
mothers. We know more about the 
nutritional requirements of our pet 
poodle than of our children. This will 
stop.” 
Assistant secretary Dale Hathaway 
said that one of every three harvested 
acres (almost IOO million acres) were 
exported in 1976. Over one-half of the 
wheat and soybean production went 
overseas. 
Hathaway said, “We’re doing ex­ 
tremely well in world trade with one or 
two exceptions.” 
Exports reached $23 billion last 
year and are expected to reach $24 
billion this year.

They are now eligible for ADYA All- 
American recognition and a $1,000 
college scholarship. 
The association strives to honor 
outstanding students for leadership, 
service and contributions to their 
school and community.

USDA is forecasting an abundant 
U.S. harvest, particularly in cotton, 
oil, oilseed, livestock, fruit, nuts and 
vegetables. 
Two projects are the farmer reserve 
program to protect farmers and con­ 
sumers and to deal with excess sup­ 
plies and the target price concept 
which is being used to insure stable 
prices. 
Hathaway said major problems are 
beef herd reduction and wheat prices 
which have fallen due to a decline in 
the world supply and demand situa­ 
tion. Grains have fallen in exports al­ 
though “everything else is up,” Hath­ 
away said. 
He said the administration hopes 
that international negotiations in 
London will smooth out the “boom or 
bust” for farmers. 
Hathaway said that good or bad 
weather may have more effect on 
prices than any economic policies and 
that one of the greatest threats to the 
export market is the inflationary effect 
of production costs to the farmer. 
In discussing target prices for 
wheat, Hathaway said, “The admin­ 
istration feels it ought to be com­ 
parable for all crops and cover the 
variable costs of production but not 
guarantee 
a 
profit 
in 
every 
year . . . We feel that in the long run 
the market prices will be above the 
target prices. 
M. Rupert Cutler, assistant secre­ 
tary of agriculture, said the coopera­ 
tive weather program between the 
USDA and the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Association is providing 
information on weather and how it will 
affect farm activities. 
Cutler announced a new network, the 
Agricultural 
W eather 
Network, 
located in Maryland, which is to ex­ 
pand nationwide this summer. Accord­ 
ing to Cutler, volunteers across the 
country will phone weather observa­ 
tions via a toll-free number to a ter-

Miss Lopez, who was convinced by 
her manager and parents to begin her 
pro career at the open, capitalized on 
her powerful game on the fairway s to 
push into a challenging position. 
The Roswell, N.M., tour rook ie, who 
made a charge at the open title as an 
am ateur two y ears ago, fired a 71 
Friday for a two-round 145, one strok e 
ahead of defending champion JoAnne 
Camer.

“I haven’t really gotten 
used to it y et, but I came here because 
some people convinced me I could 
win.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
unemploy ment rate climbed by .4 per 
cent from 5.9 to 6.3 per cent, the 
Bureau 
Employ ment 
services 
reported Friday , attributing the jump 
to students seeking summer jobs and 
new graduates looking for permanent 
work. 
Meanwhile the bureau reports Ohio 
workers made more than $4 billion 
more in 1976 than in the previous y ear. 
The bureau reported that a total of 
more $42 billion was paid to workers 
covered by the state unemploy ment 
compensation law and that the figure 
was an 11.1 per cent increase over 1975. 
Manufacturing jobs accounted for 
the largest portion of total wages, 
adding $18 billion to the economy . The 
wholesale and retail trades were 
second with $7.3 billion. 
Meanwhile the bureau reported that 
there were .9 per cent more jobs in the 
state in J une than in May . The J une 
total of jobs was 4.552 million. 
The average weekly salary of fac­ 
tory workers broke the record set in 
May and hit a new high of $286.52 up by 
$5.50.

bureau 
reports that the 
unemploy ment figures for J une of this 
y ear, while up from a month ago, are 
down by 1.6 per cent from the 7.9 per 
cent of the labor force that was out of 
work in J une 1976.
